PRIMROSES AND POLYAN- 
THUS. Roy Genders and H. C. 
Taylor. 143 pages. Hus. $3.95. 
Criterion Books, New York. 


THERE Is a definite upsurge of interest in 
primroses in North America evidenced 
by the activities of the American Primrose 
Society and its excellent quarterly mag- 
azine. Primroses and Polyanthus is a book 
that will be read avidly by primrose fans 
in North America in spite of the fact that 
it was written primarily for British condi- 


| tions. It is a pity that the publisher of the 


American edition did not translate some of 
unfamiliar British terms, a few of 
which follow. In dealing with flower-pot 
sizes, “60 size” is a 3-inch pot and “48 
size” is a 5-inch pot; a “light” is something 
of the nature of a coldframe sash; and 
“rates” are those things that are as in- 
evitable as death—taxes. 

The material is not too well organized. 
The authors skip hither and yon so that 
one has to be alert to discover whether 
the authors are writing about primroses 
or polyanthuses. The listing of named 
varieties, some of which apparently 
not available even in Britain, is 
ing but will exasperate some 
gardeners. 

Even with these defects it is a valuable 
book. It used to be thought that the prim- 
rose and polyanthus were difficult to grow 
in the hot summer climate that we ex- 
perience here in the Northeast, but ap- 
parently the modern hybrids are tolerant

~ APRICOT QUEEN (Sass) has the soft 
luscious tints of an apricot. I like it 
for its tall, stiff bloom stems, its ability 
to take sun and rain, its free-blooming 


habit and sturdy growth. The flower has 
good width to its petals which recurve 
to make a well formed flower. It blooms 


late in my garden so it is valuable for 
prolonging the season. 
LEMON LusTRE (Lester) is another 


late bloomer that comes after other good 
yellows have finished their season of 
flowering.

@ MacPherson Gardens’ (2920 Starr, 
Toledo 5, Ohio) slogan, “Make a 
Hobby of Hardy Sempervivums,” is 
more than a catch phrase, it seems to 
me. It is very good advice. I speak 
from experience, too, because at one 
time we had more than two hundred 
distinct kinds of sempervivums (some 
were seedlings, of course) in our gar- 
den. Now after a dozen years of neglect 
they are still with us long after most 
perennials have fallen by the wayside. 
You will never know how colorful and 


| useful sempervivums can be until you 





start a collection and try growing them 
in different situations under varying 
growing conditions. And I do not know 
a better place to start buying that col- 
lection than at MacPherson Gardens. 


Pink Oriental Poppies 


e Most pink Oriental poppies that I 
have seen are rather unsatisfactory be- 
cause they fade when planted in full 
sun, where they grow best, or because 
they have conspicuous marring blotches. 
A new Nesmith variety, CoraL Cup, 
which I saw last year growing in full 
sun, apparently has neither of these 
faults; the basal spots were so small 
that they were not noticeable at all, and 
the blooms had not faded despite the 
strong, hot sunshine. Another point in 
its favor: it is so late blooming—I saw 
it at least a week after all others in the 
collection had gone. 

And then I have heard good reports 
on another new variety, PINK CORAL, 
which is described as a coral-pink self 
with but a trace of basal spots. Both 
varieties are listed by Walter Marx Gar- 
dens, Boring, Oregon.

e The genus, aucuba, to which the 
gold-dust tree belongs, consists of a 
group of evergreen shrubs of the dog-

place to look for variegated foliage, and 
Wilson’s description is: “Glossy 
with a wide margin of gold, 
green.”

Japanese Iris, Hiskata 


e Even the commonest Japanese iris 
is a marvelous creation, and when I 
want to describe the modern improved 
forms, words fail me. I was utterly 
overwhelmed last year when I saw the 
immense, 10-inch, royal blue flowers 
with their conspicuous yellow spots at 
the base of the petals. The plants of 
the new variety, HISKATA, were more 
than 4 feet tall. Even if it did not have 
breathtaking size and color, it would 
still be worth your consideration, for it’s 
one of the latest blooming of all Japan- 
ese iris. The plants I saw were from 
Rogueland Gardens, New Hope Road, 
Grants Pass, Oregon. 


Iris, Solid Mahogany 


e This paragraph is for the average 
gardener who looks upon the tall 
bearded iris as one of his better land- 
scape items, and then, only for those 
who have missed the Sass variety, SOLID 
MAHOGHANY, which was_ introduced 
about a dozen years ago. I have not 
seen all the so-called reds which have 
come on the scene since, but none that 
I have seen in the mahogany-red class 
stands higher in my esteem. If you 
have missed it, take my word that you 
have a revelation of beauty in store 
when you see its very large flowers of 
perfect — Schreiner’s Gardens, 
R.F.D. Salem, Oregon, has it.

Potentilla alba SNow WHITE, extolled 
by Mr. Wood in the May issue, grows 
to a height of 3 to 4 inches instead of 
4 feet, as previously stated. It has ever- 
green, lupine-like leaves and dime-size 
flowers and blooms profusely during 
March, April and May; in autumn; and 
during the sunny days of winter.

Midwest 


Pointers 


by R. MILTON CARLETON 


HE HEAT OF JULY OFTEN DIMS 
[it ardor of many gardeners, but 
the old hand knows that this is the 
time when many of the finest perennials 
must be planted. These include Ma- 
donna lilies, mertensia, Oriental pop- 
pies, iris, lycoris and sternbergia. These 
plants all go through a resting period 
immediately after flowering and cannot 
be safely moved at any other time. In 
spring and fall they are usually not 
available at nurseries and garden stores. 
Because these plants will occupy the 
same location for a considerable length 
of time, it pays to prepare the soil care- 
fully before planting. Dig deeply, mix- 
ing in old compost, well-rotted manure 
or peatmoss. Then allow the soil to 
Settle for a week or two before planting. 
Watering the bed will hasten settling. 


Day-lilies and Delphinium 


Here in the Middle West the day-lily 


season is at its peak. Now, while they 
are all in bloom, visit the big collections 
and pick out the varieties that you 
would like to have. Day-lilies can take 
some abuse and can be dug and trans- 
planted at any time. Often, it’s possible 
to select the plants while in bloom and 
move them right away. If the plants 
are kept well watered, they don’t seem 
to skip even a single bloom during the 
shift. 

In the past we were always told to cut 
down delphinium after flowering. It was 
believed that this would force the plant 
to throw up a crop of short-blooming 
spikes in the fall. This is not a bad 
practice with the PaciFic GIANTS, 
which, in the Middle West, act more 
like biennials than true perennials. 
Since they die out anyway, it is good to 
have the short, extra spikes in the fall. 
However, with the older belladonna 
hybrids, which act more like perennials, 
this practice of cutting back may 


weaken the plants, reducing their 
chances of survival. Therefore, it is 
best to remove only the flowering part 
of the spike leaving the green stem and 
lower leaves intact. 


Annuals and Vegetables 


Many free-flowering annuals tend to 
bloom themselves to death about mid- 
August. Throw a little seed of the same 
variety among the plants about the first 
of July. The new plants from this sow- 
ing will keep flowering until late fall. 
Among the annuals that can be handled 
this way are small-flowered petunias, 
sweet alyssum, portulaca, Phlox drum- 
mondi, calendula, Centaurea cyanus, 
California-poppy, gypsophila and ten 
week stock. 

Our hot, dry summer days often 
make succession sowings in the vege- 
table garden an uncertain proposition. 
Try sowing lettuce in trenches soaked 
with water, covering the row with 
boards painted white on one surface. 
This painted surface will reflect heat, 
and the board keeps the moisture in 
the soil. 

July sowings of beans will often do 
better if the trench is made 3 inches 
deep and the seeds are sown and cov- 
ered with 1 inch of horticultural ver- 
miculite instead of soil. Enough soil

Reseeding Spots in the Lawn 


Thin spots in lawns are always an- 


| noying but they can be seeded if special 
| care is taken. Here is a method for 


germinating MERION bluegrass in five 
to seven days that will fill in those spots 
in a hurry: 

Pour the seed into a cloth bag and 


| immerse in water for 15 to 24 hours; 
| then remove the bag from the water and 


hold under running water until the 


| brown color stops coming out of the 


seed. Spread the seed out to dry (in 
the sun on a bright still day, this may 
take an hour or two) and then broad- 
cast it in the regular way. 

This soaked, leached seed will germi- 
nate in from five to seven days. After 
the seed is sown, be sure to keep the 
area moist until sprouts are visible. 


Questions of the Month 


QO. Every summer when the prairies 
begin to dry, grasshoppers invade my 
garden. What can be done to keep them 
down? 

A. The best control for grasshoppers 
available to the amateur gardener is 
chlordane. Spraying all the plants in 
the garden is a help, of course, but it is 
most important to spray the weeds and 
shrubbery for a distance of 10 to 15 
feet on the side of the garden nearest 
the prairie. Since grasshoppers move 
in short jumps, they will not ordinarily 
cross such a zone without coming in 
contact with a lethal dose. 


Q. I have been told that the Egyptian 


lotus grows wild in the Middle West. 


Can it be grown in ponds in northern 
Indiana? 

A. The lotus that grows wild in the 
Middle West is Nelumbium luteum or 


| N. pentapetalum, the American yellow 


lotus. It is hardy in water that does not 
freeze solidly. The true Egyptian lotus 


| rots out in near-freezing water. If the 


water stays above 40°, it will be hardy. 


Q. What is the best way to carry 
African-violets through the summer? 

A. If the house is cool, the best spot 
is in a north window which is not 
shaded by walls, hedges or trees to the 
north. North light is just about right 
for them during the summer when light 
intensities are high. If the house gets 
hot, say above 80°, a better spot for 


| African-violets would be a shaded but 


brightly lighted porch. There the plants 


| would be protected from the full force 
| of the wind. Some African-violet en- 
| thusiasts have luck summering their 


plants under lath shade in the open gar- 
den, but this practice is a risky one.¢ 
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West Coast Pointers 


by NORVELL GILLESPIE 


ULY, A WARM MONTH, will be very 

pleasant for those of you who 

planned your gardens thoughtfully 
a couple of months ago. 

There are colorful masses of zinnias, 
petunias and nasturtiums to enjoy. The 
first tuberous begonias are beginning to 
show, and gladiolus are at their best. 
July should be a leisurely month since 
the garden chores consist of routine 
work and puttering around the garden. 

If a few extra fuchsias are grown in 
pots (the bush-type plants) or hanging 
baskets (pendant-type plants) the gar- 
dener can make quick shifts of color. 

Such specimens are wonderful for 
brightening up shady patios, terraces, 
pergolas or lath houses. So long as they 
are watered and fed properly, they will 
bloom until frost. 

The chief cultural requirements are 
rich soil, regular watering, monthly feed- 
ings from May to September with a 
10-5-5 liquid fish fertilizer, and fre- 
quent pinching of the plant while it is 
in the early stages of growth. 


Planting Delphinium 


While delphinium clumps may be 


planted in the spring, they are more 
certain to flower three times next year 
if they are set out now. To get these 
extra blooms prepare the soil for these 
choice perennials as carefully as you 
would for sweet peas or roses. Select 
a location having a southern exposure 
and good circulation of air. 

Dig the soil deeply and add peatmoss 
and bonemeal; during the growing sea- 
son fertilize with a balanced commercial 
plant food or organic fish fertilizer. 


How to Grow African-Violets 


Here are the chief cultural points to 
remember when growing § African- 
violets. If cared for properly, African- 
violets will bloom ten months out of the 
year. No other house plant can equal 
this record. 

Location: Place plants in a position 
where they will receive adequate ven- 
tilation without drafts. Temperature 
should range from 60° at night to 75 
during the day. They will thrive and 
bloom if given a place in a north or 
east window just out of the direct rays 
of the sun. The light intensity is right 
if you are able to see a faint shadow as 


you pass your hand 4 inches above the 
plant. 

Soil: African-violets do well in many 
different soil mixtures. However, a 
good standard formula is as follows: 
1 part well-rotted manure, 2 parts coarse 
sand or vermiculite, 3 parts leafmold 
and 4 parts loam. They do better if al- 
lowed to become fairly crowded in the 
pot. 

Water: Only a moderate amount of 
water is necessary when a good potting 
mixture is used. Water the plants about 
twice a week, using slightly warm 
water. Avoid wetting the leaves and 
crown of the plant. 

Fertilizer: When the soil is wet, apply 
a small amount of complete organic 
plant food to each plant. Do not feed 
when the plant is dormant and the 
room temperature averages below 70°. 


For Winter Bloom 


In the mild parts of California and 
the Southwest you can have color in 
your garden during the dreary winter 
months. For winter and early-spring 
bloom plant stocks, snapdragons, cal- 
endulas, Iceland poppies, bachelor but- 
tons, fairy primroses (Primula mala- 
coides), pansies, violas, forget-me-nots, 
sweet alyssum, linaria and sweet peas. 
All of these (including sweet peas, if 
they are trellised) do well in pots, too. 


Caring for Begonias 


According to Warren Lauesen of 
Los Angeles, the foliage of begonias 
should be watered from overhead daily, 
preferably before 10:00 a.m. They 
should also be fertilized once a month,

sprayed with an all-purpose malathion- 
lindane-DDD spray every ten days. You 
can expect the first bloom sometime 
this month. Pick the flowers with short 
stems only an inch or two long. The 
remaining stub will drop off naturally, 
according to Allen Davis of Portland. 


Using Chlordane on the Lawn 


Are there dead, dry patches in your 
lawn? In most cases, this is due to the 
attacks of underground webworms. 
They’re just below the surface of the 
lawn, out of sight, where they can chew 
away undisturbed at the grass roots. 
They’re the grubs that were laid by the 
swarms of crambus moths which swoop 
low over lawns in early evening all sum- 
mer long. George Weldon, Berkeley 
lawn specialist, says that you get long- 
lasting control with chlordane. If this 
material is sprayed or dusted on heavily 
enough, to about a depth of 4 inches, 
the same application will also control 
cutworms. 


Trimming the Garden Borders 


Here in the West herbaceous borders 
need constant care to keep them in 
good condition. In the Pacific North- 
west, where there are cooling summer 
rains, the borders are easier to keep 
attractive. 

Some of the early-flowering plants 
are now through flowering. Unless the 
seed pods are removed at once, the 
plants will become unsightly and spoil 
the appearance of the whole border. 
Rather than trim the plants severely, 
just remove the flower heads or spikes; 
the foliage will then remain fresh and 
the plants will probably produce short 
lateral growth and a few flowers later 
in the season. 


Oriental Poppies 
Gardeners love

The trunks of 
young trees must be protected with 
cloth or burlap until foliage can cover 
them, or sun scald may result. They 
will produce abundantly in a few years. 
And remember that in the colder parts 
of the West avocados still make fine 
house plants! 


Plants that Self-Sow 


According to Eric Walther, director 
of the Strybing Arboretum in San Fran- 
cisco’s Golden Gate Park, plants that 
self-sow readily are truly satisfied with 
their growing conditions. 

Two that you can always depend upon 
are the useful blue forget-me-nots and 
cinerarias. They'll develop their own 
plants if a few clumps are moved now 
to a spot where they can self-sow and 
develop without any interference. 


Controlling Insect Pests 


If red spiders, thrips and other pests 
have moved into your garden, get after 
them at once with one of the sprays 
containing malathion, DDD and lin- 
dane. There are many all-purpose 
sprays on the market, but the additional 
killing power of malathion and DDD is 
especially desirable. 


Check the Tulip Beds 


Joe Berger, president of the Bulb 
Grower’s Association in Sumner, Wash- 
ington, says that in the Northwest, 
where garden conditions are right, tulips 
can be left in the same ground for as 
long as three to five years. 

If they are getting too thick or if 


| they are in a spot which gets too much 


water in the summer, they should be 
lifted. Allow them to ripen in a warm, 
dry place for three weeks. Store in a 


_ cool, dry place until October planting. 


Californians and other Southwest gar- 
deners will be better off buying new 
tulips each year. The bulbs don’t ma- 
ture properly in warm areas. 


Harvest Tastier Vegetables 


Don’t let your vegetables grow old 
and tough. Many crops such as chard 


| and lettuce actually turn bitter with 


age; radishes become peppery; beans 
grow tough; beets become corky; and 
over-ripe cabbages tend to split. Broc- 
coli should be cut before the buds open. 
Cut off the center head with 4 or 5 
inches of stem. This gives the side 
sprouts a chance to develop into edible 
heads. Zucchini squash is at its best 


| when 6 to 8 inches long and the skin is 


still tender. Cucumbers should be picked 
when young; then the vines will pro- 
duce more fruit. So gather your veg- 
etables when they are tender and cook 
while still fresh and flavorful.¢

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Southern Ramblings 


by BEN ARTHUR DAVIS 


HE FLOWER SHOW of the Mobile, 

Alabama area garden clubs is al- 

ways an outstanding horticultural 
event of that section of the Gulf Coast. 
In some respects this year’s spring show 
was even better than previous ones, 
even though the weather was disap- 
pointing. The arrangements section was 
particularly good, both as to the num- 
ber of entries and the quality of the 
exhibits. The theme, “Around the 
World,” offered a splendid opportunity 
The American, 
European and Oriental sections were 
all well developed and had much educa- 
Many charming original 
creations were presented. 

The results of the freeze which came 
the day the show opened and the very 
cold weather of the previous week were 
reflected in the horticultural exhibits; 
but even with this handicap, the entries 
were quite creditable. The show was 
held in one of the city’s large banks. 


Men’s Garden Club Exhibit 


The Men’s Garden Club of Mobile 
had a very interesting horticultural ex- 
hibit, which included tender hibiscus 
cuttings rooted in water in glass jars. 
Ernest Thublin, president of the club, 
was on hand with several other well- 
informed members to answer the many 
questions being asked by the visitors. 
This, it seemed to me, was a thoughtful 
gesture. 

Another thing I liked about the 
Mobile show was the prominence given 
the junior section. The quality of the 
junior exhibits was well above average. 
The specimen flowers were of very good 
quality and the arrangements indicated 
that the exhibitors had taken their work 
seriously. No doubt this work with the 
youngsters is one of the greatest com- 
munity services an adult club can per- 
form. I cannot think of a more whole- 
some activity for the youthful members 
of our society. 


The Big Freeze 


The freeze struck the South with 
great force. At Meridian, Mississippi, 
the temperature was in the high 80’s— 
one day it was 89°. Practically all 
shrubs and trees were in full growth; 
many climbing roses were in bloom 


and the hybrid teas were lush and 
covered with flower buds. Our low of 
20° struck them hard. This was the 
first time I had ever seen species of 
native oaks and pecans killed after 
being in full leaf. Nandinas, considered 
perfectly hardy, were killed well back, 
and gardenias suffered so badly that it 
was necessary to cut them back to the 
ground. Day-lilies, iris and amaryllis 
looked pretty sick, but right after the 
freeze we cut off the damaged foliage 
and the plants have responded nicely. 
Our lawn grasses, Bermuda, centipede 
and St. Augustine, were all browned 
badly, but a close mowing and feeding 
brought them back to their normal 
green color. 

The freeze in November got many of 
the flower buds on the Indica azaleas 
through this section of the South, and 
the March freeze beat up the bushes 
pretty badly. The Kurumes are hardy 
here when the seasons are normal, but 
with our erratic temperatures the plants 
will many times come into bloom dur- 
ing the warm periods of winter, only 
to get caught by a heavy frost. What 
we need here are really late-flowering 
varieties that will not attempt to bloom 
until spring truly arrives. | am experi- 
menting with some of B. Y. Morrison’s 
hybrids, which I hope will prove of 
great value to the mid-South. 


Gardening in July 


This July heat seems to sap our 
vitality and lower our enthusiasm, even 
tor such a pleasant avocation as gar- 
dening, but it seems to stimulate all 
sorts of make more rapid 
growth and to accelerate the reproduc- 
tive functions of the insects that seem 
bent on devouring our plants. A good 
time to pull the weeds is right after a 
heavy rain. And lacking the rain, we 
may soak the soil with the hose or 
soaker. There are plenty of good in- 
secticides that will keep the bugs under 
control, if we only have the energy to 
use them. 

It seems that many plants, when grown 
on a relatively small scale, are entirely 
immune to both insects and diseases; 
but when widely grown and dissemi- 
nated over a broad area, they prove 
quite susceptible. For some twenty years 
1 grew day-lilies without a sign of in- 


weeds to 
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sects or disease anywhere. In the first 
draft of my book on these flowers I 
stated this, but then when both insects 
and diseases began to show up, I had 
to revise my manuscripts accordingly. 
This year, for the first time, my plants 
have been attacked by aphids—millions 
of them. They appeared just before the 
March freeze. After cutting the frozen 
plants back, I sprayed them thoroughly 
with one of the DDT-lindane-malathion 
preparations. Two applications cleared 
the plants—I hope, for good. 


A Well-balanced Pool 


There is a strong tendency to over- 
plant our pools. In March the dormant 
roots we plant give little evidence of 
the luxurious growth of the summer 
months. A _ well-balanced pool must 
have both animal and plant life in ade- 
quate quantity, but for best effects at 
least one-third of the water surface 
should be exposed. If the lotus, water- 
lilies, “fish” grass and water-hyacinths 
seem bent on taking over, use a sharp 
knife on them. Cutting off the old lily 
pads and other excess growth will not 
injure the plants. 


Day-lilies and Iris 


Unless you wish to save the seed, 
pick off all seed pods from the day- 
lilies and iris of all kinds. Seed produc- 
tion takes lots of vitality from the 
plants. But if you plant the seeds, do 
sO as soon after harvesting as is prac- 
tical. Early plantings germinate better. 


Taking Cuttings 


July is a good month for taking cut- 
tings of practically all of the softwood 
plants. Alternanthera, begonia, coleus 
and geranium will root easily now. 
And, of course, this is the time to take 
cuttings of conifers and broad-leaved 
evergreens. 

If you would like some potted garden 
chrysanthemums for the fall shows or 
home decoration, take cuttings from 
stock plants now. When rooted, place 
three or four plants in a 6-inch pot. 
For proper growth they should be kept 
well fed and watered. July is also a 
good time to take cuttings of poinsettias 
for Christmas bloom. Late potted cut- 
tings will make strong, dwarfish plants. 


New Plantings 


In most sections of the South we 
leave the daffodils unmolested for four 
or five years. If yours need separating 
or are to be moved to a new location, 
this month and next is the best time to 
do it. With proper moisture the bulbs 
Start root growth in late summer. This 
is the last month for making new plant- 
ings of lycoris for bloom this season. 
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These bulbs start making new roots by 
the end of this month and by then it 
will be too late to plant them. Bearded 
iris and day-lilies may be planted this 
month also. 

During the fall months many of our 
gayest flowers are those of late-planted 
summer annuals. Now is a good time 
to make plantings for fall bloom. 


Battling White Flies 


Keeping gardenias free from white 
flies is a constant battle. A black, sooty 
coating on the upper sides of the leaves 
indicates their presence. I have long 
used oil sprays to control this pest but 
find the newer ones containing lindane 
and DDT to be more effective. 


Cutting Back Wisteria 


Early July is the proper time to cut 
back the wisterias to encourage better 
bloom next spring. Cut back the long 
new growths to within a foot or two of 
last year’s wood. This pruning stimu- 
lates the growth of spurs which later 
develop the flowers. We Southerners 
must have our wisterias, but be- 
cause their growth is rambunctious 
and threatens to take over everything 
around, many of us are turning to the 
tree type. You may get them from the 
nurseries or, with a little effort, grow 
your own. If you have an upright plant 
the size of a broom handle or larger 
and wish to develop a tree form, cut 
it off about 5 feet from the ground. 
From the resulting top growth, you can 
easily develop an attractive crown or 
head. The plant should be staked for 
the first few years, and all growths ap- 
pearing below the crown must be reg- 
ularly removed. 


Pyracantha More Popular 


Although the crop will be short this 
year on account of the freeze last 
spring, pyracanthas are fast taking a 
leading place among our shrubs. Their 
brilliant fruits add color and charm over 
a long season. Lacebugs are the only 
insects, as a rule, that give serious 
trouble. They may be controlled by 
occasional sprays with one of the DDT- 
lindane-malathion preparations. 


Roses for Fall Shows 


If you want the best possible roses 
for the fall shows, and other uses as 
well, pick the flower buds and do not 
permit any to open during July and 
August. During this resting’ period 
give little water and no food. About 
September 1, prune ever so lightly, 
teed generously and see that the plants 
get ample moisture down around the 
roots. In October your roses will be a 
joy to see.®

Northern 


Pointers

HE SPRING AND EARLY SUMMER 
TTF erows that climaxed in a wealth 
of colorful bloom, is now slowing 

up. It is already almost midseason.

The | 
plants, which can be grown close to- | 
gether, will produce small heads later | 
in the season. If you want cabbages for 
winter storage, plants of a variety such | 
as DANISH BALLHEAD may be set out 
now. 

Beets, carrots and rutabagas may also 
be sown now. They will produce in 
time for late-season picking and may | 
be stored for the winter, if desired. In| 
the cooler sections these three crops | 
and also lettuce, turnips, Chinese-cab- 
bage and endive may be sown. 

Consistent watering, when needed, 
and side dressings of a complete fertil- | 
izer are necessary for fine-quality crops. | 
Otherwise, the vegetables will become 
fibrous and will lose flavor. 

Look out for the corn borer. Last 
year I found that a good application of 
tobacco dust over the soil and the young | 
corn plants stopped the borer for the 
rest of the season. 


Mowing Lawns 


Research on pasture grasses that have 
been under continual grazing has shown 
that this grass is short lived. How about 
the lawn that is cut very closely all 
summer long? 

Yes, we feed the lawn and water it 
more often than the farmer does his 
pasture. But the same principles apply. 
Continual removal of the tops of grass 
restricts the growth of the roots, and 
this in turn slows down the top growth. 

During July and August the lawn- 
mower should be adjusted so it cuts 
the grass at 2 inches, never any shorter. 
This applies to Kentucky blue, fescue 
and colonial bent lawns, but not to 
creeping bent. The stolons of creeping 
bent (that’s what is used on putting 
greens) are on the surface of the 
ground. If the tops are allowed to get 
high, the stolons build up thickly on 
the soil surface. Then a close cutting 
later will destroy the entire lawn. The 
stolons of the other grasses are under 
the surface, and the tops can be al- 
lowed to grow as tall as they will. 


Remove Flowers, Seed Pods 


Snip off all the seed pods from lilacs, 
rhododendrons and azaleas. Not only 
will the plants look more tidy but they 
will be able to divert that energy—that 
would have been needed to mature the 
seeds—to building up reserves for next 
year. 

This practice should be applied to 
the flower garden, too. It is best to 
remove the blooms as they fade, even 
before they have a chance to develop | 
the seed pods. Many annuals will 
bloom for a much longer period if the 
flowers are removed as soon as they be- 
gin to fade.¢

Siberian Dogwood 


by DONALD WYMAN 


ARNOLD ARBORETUM 


HE TRUE SIBERIAN DOGWOOD, Cor- 
nus alba sibirica, is not as easy 
a shrub to acquire as many a 
nursery catalog might lead us to believe. 
It is commonly listed, but often the 
plant so tagged turns out to be the 
more common Tatarian dogwood, C. 
alba, which does not have the brilliant 
red winter twigs of the variety. 
True, both are good as ornamentals, 
and except for their winter color, there 


is practically no difference between 
them. If left unpruned, they grow into 
dense shrubs, 9 feet high, with many 
upright branches. However, pruning is 
necessary if you want these fine shrubs 
to retain good winter color—but more 
about that later. 

The Siberian dogwood is completely 
hardy almost to the Arctic Circle. Its 
flat flower clusters are about 2 inches 
across, being made up of numerous, 
small yellowish to white flowers ap- 
pearing in late May. These are fol- 
lowed by whitish to slightly bluish 
berries in fall. The autumn foliage is 
a good red; so as you can see, the 
ornamental value of this shrub extends 
through several seasons. 

Few other deciduous plants surpass 
the Siberian dogwood for winter effec- 
tiveness. The native American, red- 
osier dogwood, does have red stems 
in winter but they are not a brilliant 
red, and since it is a shrub that in-

SCALLONIAS ARE AMONG the best 

summer-flowering shrubs for gar- 

dens in all but the coldest sections 
of the Pacific Coast and are especially 
adapted to the Coastal areas. 

A few escallonias are quite hardy in 
the Northwest where they are becoming 
increasingly popular as wall shrubs for 
sheltered places. Here the apple blos- 
som escallonias (hybrids of hardy, de- 
ciduous white-flowered Escallonia vir- 
gata and evergreen, crimson-flowered 
E. macrantha and E. rubra) are usually 
preferred. E. macrantha has handsome 
foliage, is wind proof and a fast grower. 
If it gets out of hand, vigorous but 
intelligent pruning will not disfigure it. 
E. rubra is sometimes offered as E. 
punctata. It is a good hedge plant 
but will not take salty ocean spray. 

The best white escallonia for the 
Northwest is E. Iveyi, originally a vol- 
unteer in a Cornish garden in England. 
It has dark, polished foliage and large,

loose trusses of bloom. Only in shel- 
tered Coastal gardens is it hardy. 
Carmine-red C. F. BALL, a named 
variety of E. viscosa, is one of the best, 
but at present too few nurseries carry 
it.: Wind resistant, it is good as a tall 
espalier; it has large, lasting flowers. 

In California, besides the above- 
mentioned species, several of the less 
hardy escallonias may be grown. Pink- 
flowered, glossy-leaved E. organensis, 
with its mahogany-brown branches, is 
near the top of the list. In the fog 
areas this species is used as a small 
Pruned high beside a path or a 
gate, its crab-apple-like blossoms pro- 
vide a prolonged canopy of color. 
Another escallonia to form a small tree 
is E. montevidensis. It has light green 
foliage and masses of flowers in im- 
mense terminal cymes that appear in 
late summer and carry through until 
fall. It is the least drought-tolerant of 
these escallonias. 


tree. 
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creases rather rapidly with its stolonifer- 
ous shoots (underground runners), it 
can grow quickly out of bounds in 
the small garden. Not so the Siberian 


dogwood which is much more self- | 
contained. Naturally there are locations | 
in many gardens where both are needed, | 


but in the small garden, the bright- 


twigged Siberian dogwood is to be | 


preferred. 

A certain amount of the right kind 
of pruning is necessary to make the 
shrub retain its brilliant winter color. 
The older stems become less colorful 
with age and should be thinned out 
from the base of the shrub in early 
spring. Remove at least a third of this 
older wood to force the growth of 
vigorous young stems which will be 
brilliant the following winter. Treated 
in this way, the shrub will probably not 
exceed 4 to 5 feet in height. 

To keep the shrub in a vigorous con- 


dition, it might be fertilized with well- | 


rotted manure or a complete commer- 
cial fertilizer. Applied in the early 
spring, this certainly would help stimu- 
late bright twigs in winter. 

The Siberian dogwood is one of 
the many shrubs for the home grounds 
which provide landscape _ interest 
throughout the year with a minimum 
of effort on the part of the home owner. 
It requires no spraying for insects or 
disease.*

Report from —

NE OF MY MOST ENJOYABLE jobs 
as New Products Editor is test- 
ing out the many tools and 


products sent to me from manufac- 
turers. Every year I receive a number 


of things—big and small, good and bad. 


Here is a report on some of the garden 
equipment I have tried in my own gar- 
den and think worth owning. In future 
issues there will be more. 

This is the 
now, more than at any other time of 
the year, a gardener appreciates a good 
dependable hose. For many years I 
was a dyed-in-the-wool rubber hose 
man — the

It is a 
pressure-type sprayer: you fill it up, 
pump in the air, and then spray. It 
will hold a quart of mixed spray. 

Smaller and American made is the 
MERRY MiIsTER. This has a glass jar, 


but the working parts are precision | 
made of bronze and aluminum. This | 


gives off a very fine spray—the nearest 
thing I have seen to an aerosol spray. 
To work it you just have to keep push- 
ing down on the plastic handle. It 
should be found very useful around the 
home for other spraying as well. 


In the Basement Shop 


People sometimes tell me I have 
more equipment in and for my garden 
than I have garden.

VEN THE VERY THOUGHT of a tem- 
| eer fence makes many gar- 

deners shudder. Such fences are 
often obnoxious, lending nothing to the 
garden scene. We presented this prob- 
lem to FLOWER GROWER’S Landscape 
Editor, John Rebhan, and he designed 
the Circus Fence which you see here. 
In our opinion it fills all the require- 
ments needed for a good temporary 
fence: It’s nice looking, distinctive and 
inexpensive—and it’s easy to build. 

Mine, as you can see, was erected to 
keep the “velocipede set” on the side- 
walk and off the lawn. However, there 
are many other places where it can be 
used. Set it up for protection around a 
special shrub along a driveway 
(with a refiector in the center of each 
block you’d never lose your way in the 
dark) . on a corner to keep post- 
man and newsboy on the walk 
around a bed of favorite plants 
or as a property boundary line. 

It is ridiculously easy to build— 
cutting out the posts and blocks took 
just one evening on my Toro bench 
saw. I made my posts 33 inches long; 
this can be varied, of course. A point 
was made at each end and a little deco- 
rative groove was cut out under the 
top point. The next step was to drill 
the holes for the clothesline. One hole 
was drilled slightly below the groove, 
and the second, 1 inch below the first. 
A third hole was drilled 10 inches from 
the bottom. All posts were made of 
2x3 lumber and the blocks out of 2x4. 
Each block is 4 inches square by 2 
inches thick. Two holes are drilled 
through each block. 

You can let your imagination run 
wild in painting. It gives you a chance 
to clean up all the odds and ends in 
your paint shop. Make each post and 
block a different color and you'll have 
a fence as colorful as any circus mid- 
way. Or, if you have some paint left 
from the last time the house was painted, 
use that. 

Ordinary clothesline can be used 
through the posts and blocks. That’s

A New Nitrogen Fertilizer, Urea-form, That Will Not Burn Lawns 


OIL SCIENTISTS HAVE PRODUCED a 
S synthetic fertilizer that can supply 
nitrogen to plants safely, at a uni- 
form rate and over a far longer period 
than has formerly been possible, even 
with naturally-occurring organic fer- 
tilizers. In fact, this new product, a 
combination of urea and formaldehyde, 
has a good chance of replacing many 
of the naturally-occurring organic mate- 
rials which release their nitrogen slowly. 
This unusual chemical, called urea-form, 
has the desirable characteristics of both 
the organic and the chemical nitrogen 
fertilizers. 

The development of urea-form is 
typical of many great advances in agri- 
cultural chemistry. In 1939 Du Pont 
chemists reported that a water-insoluble 
nitrogen compound was formed when 
formaldehyde reacted with urea. A few 
years later M. M. McCool at Boyce 
Thompson Institute, Yonkers, New 
York, demonstrated that this insoluble 
urea-formaldehyde nitrogen was val- 
uable and could be used as a fer- 
tilizer. Experiments carried on by the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture showed that under controlled con- 
ditions a water-insoluble nitrogen with 
any desired rate of availability could be 
made from the urea-formaldehyde re- 
action. As a result of these experiments 
it is now possible to prepare urea-form 
compounds that either make nitrogen 
available to plants almost as rapidly as 
does urea, or make nitrogen available 
over a two to three year period. 


A Major Advance 


This controlled availability of ni- 
trogen constitutes a major advance in 
agriculture. Heretofore it has been dif- 
ficult to maintain a uniform nitrogen 
level in the soil. Because nitrogen is 
highly soluble in water, it disappears 
very rapidly from moist soil. 

The usual chemical sources of ni- 
trogen—ammonia, ammonium salts, ni-

trates, urea and cyanamide—are read- 
ily soluble in water. In normal soils 
the nitrogen from these materials is 
available directly to growing plants or 
else it is rapidly converted to an avail- 
able form. 

Nitrogen is also supplied by many 
kinds of organic matter such as tank- 
age, cottonseed meal and sewage sludge. 
But before it becomes available to plants 
it must be changed into a form that can 
be utilized by the plants, either as a 
nitrate nitrogen or, to a lesser extent, 
as an ammonia nitrogen. 


Release of Nitrogen 


Although the nitrification of nat- 
urally-occurring organic fertilizers is 
commonly thought to proceed slowly, 
it actually takes place much more 
tapidly than most persons realize. Under 
favorable conditions from 80 to 85 
per cent of the organic nitrogen be- 
comes available to the plant during the 
first three weeks after application. As 
a matter of fact, when temperatures 
and moisture conditions are relatively 
high, these fertilizers will break down 
and release their nitrogen almost as 
rapidly as urea. The ordinary chemical 
nitrogen compounds release their ni- 
trogen even more rapidly. 

On the other hand, the nitrogen in 
urea-form is converted to its usable 
form much more slowly. Although the 
peak is reached during the third to 
fifth week after application, the release 
of nitrogen continues at a high rate for 
more than another month. In other 
words, the urea-form fertilizers ration 
the amount of nitrogen being released 
at a given time. 

But even urea-form compounds sup- 
ply very little nitrogen to plants after 
three and one-half to four months. 
Hence, to maintain nitrogen in good 
supply, urea-form fertilizers should be 
added twice a year to outdoor soils and 
three times a year to greenhouse soils. 


Another important advantage of 
urea-form compounds over the highly 
soluble, quick acting, chemical nitrogen 
fertilizers and even over the organic 
nitrogen kinds, is that they won't burn 
plants. The older kinds of dry fertilizers, 
even some that contain a high per cent 
of organic materials, will burn grass 
unless they are watered in immediately 
after applying them. The burning is 
caused by the withdrawing of moisture 
from the grass blades by particles of 
plant food that settle on the blades. 
These particles, when dissolved in water, 
make a solution of higher salt concen- 
tration and higher osmotic value than 
exists in the sap inside the grass blades. 
By the process known as osmosis the 
solution of low concentration (the sap 
in the plant cells) moves out of the 
grass to the more concentrated plant 
food solution outside, causing the grass 
blades to collapse, brown and burn. 

A water solution of urea-form has 
a low osmotic concentration. Urea- 
form cannot make concentrated solu- 
tions even on wet grass because it dis- 
solves only sparingly, making a solution 
with a weaker osmotic “pull” than the 
cell sap. Hence no water is drawn out 
of the grass and no burning results. 
When urea-form products are watered 
into the soil, either by rain or with a 
hose, the nutrients are taken up as 
needed via the roots. 

Urea-form has been applied at rates 
as high as 800 pounds of nitrogen per 
acre without burning. This is equiv- 
alent to 2 tons of ammonium sulfate. 
Severe burning of vegetation will occur 
when as little as 400 pounds of nitrogen 
per acre are applied in the form of 
urea. 

Another advantage of urea-form fer- 
tilizers is that their properties and com- 
position can be standardized. There is 
no variation as is the case with nat- 
urally-occurring organic fertilizers. 

Tests by a number of turf experts, 
including Professor H. B. Musser of 





Pennsylvania State University and Dr. 
Fred V. Grau, showed that the desir- 
able slow, uniform nitrogen response 
for turf can be obtained with a single 
application of a suitable urea-form 
product. The average turf can get 


enough nitrogen for satisfactory growth | 
for an entire season from 4 pounds | 
of nitrogen per 1000 square feet ap- | 
plied as urea-form. In these tests from | 


20 to 40 pounds of nitrogen in this 
form have been applied to turf at one 
time without causing injury. 

Professor O. R. Lunt and R. H. 
Scarioni, of the University of Cali- 
fornia at Los Angeles, recently tested 
urea-form mixtures on greenhouse 
plants. They report that the use of 
Uramite as a top-dressing at the rate 
of 5 to 6 pounds per 100 square feet 
did not injure greenhouse azaleas, car- 
nations, roses or snapdragons. In some 
cases the treatments were repeated every 
three months with no harmful effects. 
Top-dressing at the rate of 142 to 2 
teaspoonfuls per 6-inch pot caused no 
damage with CrortT lily, chrysanthe- 
mum, cyclamen or hydrangea. 

They reported that the quality of the 
plants grown with Uramite was ex- 
cellent in all cases and with carnations, 
chrysanthemums and hydrangeas, the 
quality was the best in the growers’ 
experience. At present, Long Island 
florists are testing Uramite on such 
long-season crops as carnations, hy- 
drangeas and several kinds of lilies. 

In addition to Uramite, which is 
the trade name of a urea-form product 
made by the Du Pont Company, several 
others are available. Perhaps best known 
and most widely available at this time

awarded the Charles L. Hutchinson 
Medal by the Chicago Horticultural 
Society. 

The award was presented to Mr. 
Hall by Jesse L. Strauss at a Palmer 
House luncheon of the Society May 
18. Mr. Hall has previously re- 
ceived many honors, including the 
Dykes Medal and the Men’s Garden 
Club of Chicago Medal. 

The Hutchinson Medal was first 
established in 1904 by Charles L. 
Hutchinson, a prominent public- 
spirited citizen of Chicago who was 
interested in horticulture. However, 
the medal was lost until four years 
ago when it was discovered in the 
U.S. Mint in Philadelphia. Since 
then, it has been awarded to: a herb 
grower, Mrs. Albert D. Farwell of 
Lake Forest, E. A. Cudahy, and 
Oakley V. Morgan.

T ALL BEGAN simply. Like many of you, I came to use 
| day-lilies as an interim and adjunct perennial. They 

grew so well and justified their being in so many ways 
that I couldn’t get enough of them. 

As more and more fine new hemerocallis clones became 
available, I found daffodils, irises, roses and the like (space- 
takers) thinning down to none! In a few years I had run 
the long span from incidental interest to painstaking spe- 
cialization. Persons who specialize also evaluate. Those 
who evaluate are, by their very natures, rarely content 
to enjoy their opinions privately. They write articles and 
are soon in correspondence with other gardeners who ask 
questions, both varied and provocative. However, the 
question most often and demandingly asked is: “Which are 
the ten best?” 

Of course this question is not always stated in just 
exactly these words. Sometimes it is: “Which are the ten 
musts?” 

And once the question came in this way: “Will you 
list for me the ten day-lilies I will like the best?” Whatever 
the phrasing in these samples and all others I have re- 
ceived, the word ten always appears. 

(Editor’s Note: But we asked our readers for their five 
favorite varieties! SEE PAGE 8.) 

Whatever the reason, there is a demand for lists of 
ten day-lilies. But will one list of ten please all questioners? 
There are so many tens for so many different purposes. 
Learn to choose your day-lilies, not by whim, not by 
chance, not by popularity poll but by what they can do 
for your multiple gardening needs. Choose by function. 
No other perennial will in the heat of summer or when 
energy is thin so greatly repay thoughtful selection and 
careful placement. 

“But,” says the questioner, “there must be a list of 
‘toppers, varieties that are so outstanding they must 
head any list.” The following ten are just that. Most 
are expensive; some are hard to acquire now (numbers 
1, 2, 5 and 7 haven’t been introduced). All are truly 
wonderful. Yet I prefer to think of this list not as the 
ten “best” day-lilies but rather I would call it: 


To Ransom Kings With 


1. BRAHMS: Lustrous plum having both depth and 
thrust of tone; an exceedingly fine do-er and one of the 
most talked-of hemerocallis. 


2. FoRTUNE’s Favor: A clear lavender purple self;

almost no throat; lovely form; and has a splendid habit. 

3. Gay Lark: Rose and pink bitone of unusual merit. 

4. GOLDEN MoTH: Outstandingly contoured, multi- 
florous, fragrant; a night lily and therefore fine for 
arrangements. 

5. INTERMEZZO: Unique rose and pink reverse bicolor. 

6. Jack Frost: Sparkling lemon ice, edged in white. 

7. Lorp JEFF: Vigorous purple and lemon bicolor of 
“fly-away” form. 

8. PiInK DaMask: Subtle, smooth, steadfast pink self 
of great charm and refinement. 

9. Quincy: Large, vigorous melon pink boldly eyed in 
plum. 

10. RutH LEHMAN: Luminous melon-and-flesh pink; 
lavish bloomer. 

Also wonderful flowers, though perhaps somewhat easier 
to come by, these are ten: 


To Make the Heart Sing 


1. ADELAIDE NIELAND: Wide, ruffled, elegant Persian 
lilac. 

2. ARTEMIS: Smooth, light straw yellow; rare simplicity. 

3. BROWN EyYep Susan: Sprightly lemon with arched 
brown halo. 

4. CANYON PuRPLE: Open raspberry purple of fine 
character. 

5. DiapEM: A many-splendored thing, a complexity of 
salmon, pink, red, and yellow; wide, frilled, flat, round, 
and banded. 

6. Fairy WINGs: Waxy pale yellow elusively pinked; 
edges ruched; cool, green throat; poised for flight. 

7. MOONGLEAM: Large, broad, fragrant, yellow porcelain 
extender. 

8. PRECIOUS TREASURE: Glistening melon pink self; 
subtle, different. 

9. SPLENDOR: Large, exciting, full, rich crimson self. 

10. WHITE ORCHID: Wax-smooth, orchid-curved, lovely 
near-white. 

All of the foregoing twenty day-lilies are toppers; each 
stands excessively high in its class or makes a class of 
itself. To own, to grow, to display generously the first 
ten would afford one snob appeal; to have all twenty 
would indeed be quite a show. 

* Most. gardeners, however, are initially concerned with 
performance, character, and color. In the tens that follow, 
no attempt has been made to avoid occasional duplica- 
tion; each list aims at presenting the best under its caption. 
Some flowers excell in several ways but certainly should 
not be penalized for their combinations of excellence.

How to get results 
from your day-lilies

ROCHE 


In full sun, day-lilies are massed 
around a birdbath. Most varieties thrive 
in full sun, but some may fade, espe- 
cially in the South when the hot 
sun beats down through the entire day. 


GCOTTSCHO-SCHLEISNER 


Common orange day-lilies form a dense 
mass along a wooded drive to a country 
house. Not as choice, perhaps, as 
their hybrid cousins, they fend for 
themselves in this “uncultivated” area. 


MCFARLAND 


At home in a perennial border, day- 
lily varieties are found which will 
bloom with achillea and phlox. They 
provide a foliage accent even when 
their flowering period has passed. 


COTTSCHO-SCHLEISNER 


A studied color effect is achieved 
with day-lilies blooming beside the 
large saucer-like flowers of the Jap- 
anese iris at the base of a wall. Note 
the roses planted at top of the wall.

COTTSCHO-SCHLEISNER 


In light shade, try day-lilies with 
astilbe and veronica for a subtle mix- 
ture of yellow, pale pink and blue. 
Note the interesting contrast in the 
flower forms as well as the foliage.

Beside a pool, the weeping foliage of 
day-lilies lends enchantment surpassed 
only by the reflection of the flowers 
in the water.

varieties there are to choose from (see pages 32-35), 

the photographs below show good companions for 
them (phlox and tritoma for example), locations where 
they are especially at home (by pools, streams, in ligut 
shade) and other important uses. 

Here is an outline to help you get your day-lilies off 
to a good start. Don’t shy away from planting them, 
however, just because you can’t meet every requirement. 
One of the nice things about day-lilies is that they make 
a good showing even under adverse conditions. 

1—Planting may be done at any season, with spring 
or late summer being the preferred time. 

2—Soil should be prepared 18 to 20 inches deep with

ample organic matter (such as peatmoss) worked into it. 

3—-Spread the roots evenly and allow them to extend 
slightly downward. The point where the leaves join the 
roots should not be covered by more than 1 inch of soil. 
After setting the plants, press the soil firmly around the 
roots and water well. 

4—Space the plants you purchase about 2 feet apart 
so that they will have room to form interesting clumps. 
You will not have to lift or divide your plants for five 
years or more. 

5—Fertilize by mixing a trowelful of garden fertilizer 
into the soil around the plants each year. Then, for 
really spectacular flowers, water from the time the buds 
form until the last flower disappears.

A century-old boxwood garden 


UST OVER AN HOUR’S DRIVE from Bos- 
ton, in Newburyport, Massachu- 
setts, there is a century-old formal 

English garden which has been lovingly 
restored by its present owner, 81-year- 
old Mrs. L. B. Whiting. The grounds 
also contain a cutting garden, a fine 
herb garden and a trellis with four 
varieties of grapes which were planted 
in 1840 and are still bearing fruit. 

All the plants have been propagated 
from the original stock. Magnificent 
boxwood borders, in a double hourglass 
pattern, define the beds and accent the 
colorful profusion of old-fashioned 
flowers. 

The garden was overgrown ten years 
ago cian the Whitings inherited it, but 
Mrs. Whiting was so happy and eager 
to see what she could do with it that 
she worked from sunup to sundown dig- 
ging out weeds and debris that had 
checked the boxwood and the plants. 

“One side of our garden,” she says, 
“looked dead. But after we worked and 
worked on it, we found a definite path 
under the tangle. On the fence side of 
the path, we discovered a profusion of 
wild flowers. Now we have European 
barberry, lilacs, honeysuckle, spirea, 
snowberry and two varieties of for- 
sythia there.” 

The pattern of the boxwood slowly 
began to appear. Mrs. Whiting could

on the garden in the 
second-story window. 

“We had a visitor from Virginia a 
few summers ago,” she said, “—one of 
the men connected with the Williams- 
burg restoration project. He told me 
our boxwood compares more than favor- 
ably with the boxwood in the restored 
Colonial gardens there. He was partic- 
ularly impressed with the beauty of the 
design.” 

As Mrs. Whiting gradually cleared 
the garden, there was one surprise after 
lt r. All sorts of unexpected plants 
appeared. There is, for example, a 
unique specimen of the Oregon-grape, 
Mahonia nervosa. It came from the 
Cushing garden across the street, the 
original plant having been brought from 
the garden of Sir Waiter Scott. Since it 
is a native of America, the mystery is 
how it got from the West Coast, across 
the Atlantic and back again. This is a 
lovely plant, purplish green as it ages. 
It has little clusters of yellow flowers 
with single blue-black berries later on. 

There is yucca, or Spanish bayonet, 
and several specimens of the Eurasian 
perennial plant, Dictamnus albus, gas- 
plant. The latter, one of the handsomest 
of all perennials, grows 242 to 3 feet 
high and has pink and white blossoms 
on a spike. At certain stages of its 
blooming, Mrs. Whiting explained, you 
can light a match near it and there will 


evening from a 


be a puff of flame—because the flowers 
exhale an inflammable vapor in hot 
weather. When the pink variety blooms 
in June, it has a strong spicy odor 
which permeates the garden 

One of the most unusual features of 
the garden is what Mrs. Whiting calls 
her “five-layer bed.” “I mulch it, but I'd 
never dare dig it,” she says. “I just 
fertilize it heavily in the spring, and 
every year there’s another surprise for 
me.” First there are narcissus, then 
grape-hyacinths, tulips, Japanese pe- 
onies and plantain-lilies. 

The garden has eleven beds in all. 
The oldest plant is the catawba rho- 
dodendron. Others are echinops or 
globe-thistle, bleeding-heart, lemon day- 
lilies, moss roses and physostegia. 

As one enters the garden from the 
gate, an American smoke tree towers 
over the scene. Large panicles of minute 
flowers resemble a cloud of smoke, 
especially when the feathery green puffs 
turn purple and are blown through the 
air. 

From the early snowdrops and crocus 
to the Christmas-roses which were 
thrusting up pink-white petals through 
the early January snow this year, there 
is always something blooming in this 
garden. 

Mrs. Whiting has not yet been able 
to catalogue all the varieties of flowers, 
but she does know [SEE Pace 72}

THE TREES OF HOME—NO. 5 IN A SERIES 


The Gray birch 


by ROBERT S. LEMMON 


Betula populifolia. Out in the back country the farm folk consider 

it a “weed tree,” because thickets of it often spring up in abandoned 
fields and dry wastelands with the enthusiasm of dandelions. But in 
many a suburb and small residential town throughout New England, 
New York, and southward through Delaware, its rating is very different. 
There, home-owners value it for its grace, the beauty of its bright green 
leaves, which dance so prettily in every passing breeze, and the unique 
yet harmonious note that its form and coloring bring to virtually any 
landscaping scheme. The true white birch is another tree, larger, rarer, 
and also fine. 

All the birches are essentially tallish trees with numerous slender 
branches and distinctive bark. Even more distinctive is the gray birch’s 
habit of producing several full-size trunks from the same crown, as 
shown in the illustration. In time each of these may reach a height of 
30 feet, forming a lawn or background clump that is outstandingly 
beautiful. 

There is no trick about growing the gray birch well, for it accepts 
practically any soil and exposure provided there is plenty of sunlight. 
For best development it should be well away from other trees, for if 
crowded there will be a tendency for many of the [SEE PAGE 59]

ARDEN CATALOGS are not just 

spring-born; they are made for the 

fall, too. These summer and fall 
catalogs (some are big, some are slim, 
but all are full of the stuff that will 
make next season’s gardens beautiful) 
make good, lazy reading for mid- 
summer. 

You can take these summer and fall 
catalogs right out into the garden with 
you,-to the scene of action, so to speak, 
where you can start planning on the 
spot. There can be no dreaming in an 
armchair beside a warming fire. Your 
garden is now growing, and all its good 
points, its inadequacies and its faults, 
and its potentials are apparent. Catalogs 
for fall planting have arrived in time. 

For instance, if your flower border 
in July or August is colorless, something 
is wrong. Start now, with both catalogs 
and garden in front of you, making a 
list of plants that will add the necessary 
patches of bloom. Among perennials 
to consider are the following: day-lilies, 
phlox, Oriental poppies, Shasta daisies, 
heuchera, veronica, eremurus (foxtail- 
lily), stokesia, platycodon (balloon- 
fiower). 

Summer is the time to appraise your 
phlox plantings. There just is no excuse 
for giving valuable garden space to in- 
ferior varieties. Some catalogs list spe- 
cial collections of good named varieties 
for as low as $1.50. If planted this fall, 
such plants will give three to four flow- 
ering stalks each next summer. To keep 
your garden from becoming filled with

LILACS belong in every garden. As they 
need two years to produce blooms, the 
sooner you plant, the sooner you enjoy. 


muddy, magenta seedlings, snip off fad- 
ing phlox florets before they form seed. 

If you were too lazy, too busy or just 
too timid to start your own biennials 
from seed (biennials are plants that 
grow from seed one year, flower the 
second, and then usually fade away) 
you can often pick up bargains in the 
tall. Look for special collections of 
pansies, hollyhocks, Canterbury bells, 
foxglove and sweet William in this 
season’s catalogs. If set out early this 
fall, these plants will be ready to bloom 
next spring and summer. 

It’s a strong-willed gardener who can 
look at the pages of nursery catalogs 
devoted to berries and other delicious 
fruits and resist them. Home-grown 
fruits can be just as colorful and ap- 
petizing as they appear in the catalogs. 
Try some of the newer everbearing 
strawberry varieties and taste them 
yourself. How about an herb garden 
with a strawberry pyramid as a center- 
piece? It’s far more practical than a 
wagon wheel. Or if you want an object 
which will inspire small talk among 
summer visitors, go back to the old- 
fashioned strawberry barrel placed in a 
sunny area of your terrace. Plant it 
with good everbearing strawberries. 

Catalogs will help you decide whether 
you want to concentrate on flowering 
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shrubs and trees or whether your needs 
will be better served by selecting more 
evergreens. It is perfectly feasible to 
plan on having a succession of bloom 
from flowering shrubs (for 12 good 
ones, check back to FLOWER GROWER’S 
March 1955 issue, pages 80 and 81). 

If you especially like flowers, why 
not plant trees and shrubs which are 
particularly showy in flower? You can 
start the season early with forsythia 
(there are both pale yellow and bright 
golden varieties), continue with mock- 
oranges and lilacs, and have striking 
summer bloom from butterfly-bush or 
buddleia. 

All of the preceding suggestions just 
scratch the surface—your summer cat- 
alog reading will provide many more.

AKE YOUR GARDEN PAY its own 
way by selling pansy plants! 


The money you earn may be 
turned into fertilizers and insecticides 
or used to keep your garden stocked 
with the newest roses, day-lilies, iris and 
the other intriguing things you have al- 
ways wanted. 

It is easy to master the art of growing 
pansies if you live in one of the cooler 
sections of the country and if you have 
a green thumb. It should be no problem 
to develop your own market for these 
popular plants, and this is one time you 
will not have to ask friends to buy; they 
will come to you. 

July and August are the months in 
which fresh seed is available from grow- 
ers—some of the best of whom are 
located in Oregon, New Jersey, Massa- 


chusetts, New York, Pennsylvania and 
Ohio—and August is the month to start 
plants from seed to be sold in baskets or 
Dixie cups next spring. 

Look at the photographs for the 
major steps in the growing of pansies 
as carried out by a professional. From 
them you will get ideas on how to plan 
your operation. Perhaps you will want 
to experiment a little this year and on 
the basis of what you learn, turn your 
profit-making scheme into a reality next 
year. 

Get fresh seed each year and get the 
best strains you can afford. It will prob- 
ably be best to avoid mixtures as your 
customers will have different color pref- 
erences. In fact, most gardeners prefer 
to buy their plants by the color.)

25,000 seeds in an ounce. The big 
growers usually expect to get about 
7,000 finished plants from each ounce 
of good fresh seed 

Because the seed is fine, it requires 
a carefully pulverized seed bed which 
may be located in a shaded area where 
the light intensity is strong. Plant the 
seed in labeled rows or broadcast and 
cover with not more than % inch of 
fine soil. Keep the seed and seedlings 
moist (but not wet) at all times. 

Six weeks from sowing, you should 
be able to thin your plants 4 inches 
apart in well-drained seedling beds of 
a rich organic soil. Later, the plants 
are moved and spaced about 8 inches 
apart each way in a bed where they stay 
over winter. 

Naturally, you will water the seed- 
lings and keep them shaded from hot 
sun. Pansies respond best to cool 
weather so you must keep them as cool 
as possible during September. You will 
be surprised at the growth they make. 
Towards October, you will be able to 
remove the shade completely from the 
field beds. Then after the ground 
freezes for the winter mulch the beds 
with some material (like marsh hay) 
that will not pack down too heavily. 

As soon as the ground begins to thaw 
in spring, remove the mulch. Your 
pansies will resume a rapid growth and 
begin to bloom—some may even have 
bloomed the preceding fall—and they 
may then be lifted and placed in con- 
tainers for sale. 

Rather than transplant the seedlings 
to a bed for wintering, you might sell 
the young plants in October to be set 
out directly in a customer’s garden 
where it becomes his responsibility to 
protect them through the winter. Warn 
him that they need a well-drained soil 
and some covering over winter. You 
want satisfied customers! 

If all this sounds a little risky to you 
and the real scare is the wintering-over 
technique, why not buy a few young 
plants from the catalogs of the specialists 
and carry them over winter in your 
garden. Prove to yourself that you will 
be able to make some of that extra 
gardening money of which you never 
seem to have enough.—J. R. R.

It is not too early 


to plan for tulips 


T MAY SEEM CURIOUS, if you are a 

new gardener, to be asked to think 

about spring flowers, such as tulips, 
in the hot month of July. But, as ex- 
perienced gardeners will tell you, the 
request is a perfectly sane one. July 
is definitely the month to send for 
catalogs of spring-flowering bulbs and 
prepare your order for delivery and 
planting in September and October. 

Let the beautiful pictures you will 
find in catalogs guide you to the right 
colors for your property. Read the 
descriptions carefully. You will find 
early, mid-season and _ late-blooming 
tulips listed that will give you over a 
month of bright color next spring. 

Many of the catalogs contain charts 
showing the proper depth to plant 
tulips and other spring-flowering bulbs 
as well. They will thrive in almost any 
soil but a hard, compact clay, and, 
of course, they like a_ well-drained 
location. The bulbs you plant this fall 
may be left in place for several years 
unless you live in mild regions. (West 
Coasters: See Norvell Gillespie’s recom- 
mendations for you on page 17.) 

Where should you plant tulips? The 


HOW TO PLANT

The way to group or “drift” 
bulbs is shown at right. The small 
bulbs in front are scillas, spaced 
3 to 4 inches apart to be covered 
three times their own depth with 
soil. To the back are tulips spaced 
6 to 8 inches apart which will be 
planted about 8 inches deep. 

It is a good idea to work or- 
ganic matter and bonemeal or 
superphosphate into the soil below 
the bulbs along with a trowelful 
of a complete fertilizer to 2 
square feet. 

If you are troubled with moles, 
protect the bulbs by planting them 
in a wire basket. This will pre- 
vent mice, which get into the mole 
runs, from eating the bulbs. Hya-

answer, which may sound glib, is “prac- 
tically anywhere.” Planted in groups or 
“drifts” of six to twenty-four of a 
variety, tulips make an excellent show-

in a flower border between perennials, 
beside a wall, in front of a fence or on 
either side of a gate. A group or two 
planted in a bed of ground cover that 
surrounds a tree make a good com- 
bination. 

Remember, provide your tulips with 
some background so that they can show 
their colors to advantage unless you 
plant quantities of them in a border 
along a path. Used this way, you might 
interplant them with pansies of con- 
trasting color and then, as the summer 
progresses, fill the bed with annual 
flowers whose roots will not disturb 
the tulip bulbs if they are planted 8 
inches deep. As you begin to visualize 
your planting with the arrival of your 
catalogs, avoid thinking in terms of a 
single row of tulips. They just don’t 
show up well when used in this “wooden 
soldier” way. 

Steer away from the “bargain” offers 
of tulips unless it is a special-price 
collection made by a reliable grower. 
Such collections, incidentally, are an 
excellent means to familiarize yourself 
with the way tulips will behave in your 
garden. After you see how easy they 
are to grow, you will send away each 
July for select new varieties to build 
a large collection. You will even find 
yourself ordering some of the delicate- 
looking species that fit in so perfectly 
in the rock garden.®

and early summer. The toliage is bold 
and striking throughout the rest of 
the season. With these good qualities 
to recommend them, don’t skip lightly 
ever the peonies listed in your cata- 
logs. 

You will see that there are varieties 
that bloom both late in spring and 
early in summer, giving a continuous 
floral display for at least a month. The 
popular colors are white, pink and red 
and like the novelty types, they are 
good for cutting and bringing indoors. 

Advanced gardeners know peonies to 
be herbaceous perennials—each winter 
the foliage dies down to the ground. 
Then, in early spring, new reddish 
stems poke through the soil and the 
peony is on its way to add beauty for 
another season in your garden. 

Completely hardy, peonies are found 
in gardens in all but the hottest cli- 
mates, and no garden is really complete 
without them. Here are a few places 
where you might set out a few plants

LIST OF HARDY LILIES for the Mid- 
west without the regal lily (Lil- 


ium regale) is like the play 
Hamlet with the part of Hamlet omit- 
ted. 

This truly royal lily grows well on 
any well-drained loamy soil in full sun. 
In fact, it can be relied upon to thrive 
wherever the common apple can be 
grown successfully. Plant its bulbs 8 
to 10 inches deep. I have found that 
leafmold is a help in growing it, but I 
never use the rich manures and strong 
fertilizers. 

Lilies of all kinds meet a very severe 
test when the hot, dry wind blows across 
the plains day after day, during one of 
our droughts. Then a few months later 
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this fall—the best time to plant 
peonies: beside a walk, as specimens 
in a flower border, grouped in the 
front of tall shrubs or evergreens and 
certainly in a dooryard garden for a 
colonial house. Remember that peonies 
like sun and good drainage. 

Each root that you purchase will de- 
velop in a few years into a plant whose 
top will spread 242 to 3% feet across 
with an equal height. So allow space 
between your plants. Because the plants 
will stay in location for many years, 
you must prepare the ground for them 
carefully. Dig an.area at least 18 
inches deep and as wide for each root. 
Work in all the rotted cow manure, 
compost, or peatmoss that you can 
afford and then, for good measure, mix 
in a 4-inch potful of bonemeal and a 
complete fertilizer. 

Now comes the planting trick: place 
the root in the soil you have prepared, 
with the red crown buds to the top. Do 
not cover them with more than 12 
to 2 inches of soil. 

If you have heard neighbors com- 
plain that their peonies don’t bloom, 


to grow if 
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too deep planting may be the cause. 
When the soil has been firmed around 
the roots, water well. If you plant in 
September or October you will prob- 
ably not see any top growth before 
winter sets in; so don’t be discouraged. 
After the ground freezes, you may 
cover the plants with evergreen boughs 
or leaves to prevent your newly-set 
plants from heaving out of the ground.®

you live in the Midwest 


they must endure the extreme winter 
weather that is notorious. I have found 
that only a few lilies can stand such a 
climate. They include such natives to 
this region as L. canadense, L. super- 
bum, and L. philadelphicum so it is 
guite possible that others can be grown. 
For instance, L. tigrinum naturalizes 
easily. (With its vigor and hardiness, 
a white tigrinum would be something! 
The tigrinum diploid produces seed, so 
that might be possible.) 

1 grow about fifty kinds of lilies. In 
addition to the regal and native lilies 
just listed, I have found L. speciosum 
rubrum (but not album), Henryi and 
tigrinum most dependable. 

Last autumn I was able to get a 


bulb of the new white Henryi lily. It 
bloomed, bearing a stem 4 feet tall 
with a dozen flowers. It has a somewhat 
creamy color when it first opens but 
soon becomes white except for a yellow 
throat. Though L. Henryi is not fra- 
grant, the new white Henryi lily is very 
fragrant. This new white is not as 
tall as its relative and, therefore, is 
suitable for cutting. I have grown L. 
Henryi 5 to 6 feet tall, with each stem 
bearing 50 to 75 blooms which flower 
at different times. Thus it can be used 
most successfully for landscape effect. 
Another lily that has proved itself 
for me is L. pumilum and its variety,

iris for 


its landscape effect 


ALL BEARDED, dwarf and cristata, 
Siberian, Japanese, Louisiana, 
bulbous—these are the main types 

of iris you can grow in your garden 
and all of them can be planted from 
July until September. In the June 
issue of FLOWER GROWER they were 
featured in the “Home Garden Guide 
to the Iris.” Readers are now ready to 
become better acquainted with them by 
actually growing them in their gardens. 
Catalogs at hand, the question in our 
minds is how to work some of each 
type of iris into our gardens. Ideas 


on where to plant them for maximum 
color effects were given in the June 
issue, and the cultural limits of each 
type were defined. But, one point needs 
more emphasis: irises, unlike much 
herbaceous material, are landscape-de- 
sign or architectural plants. What do 
we mean by this? Just as trees and 
shrubs are used to indicate the design 
of a property, create a mood, set a 
theme, so may iris be used. We think 
of them as more than mere color ac- 
cents in a perennial border. To be sure, 
they do not give a year-round effect

but they can serve a landscape func- 
tion throughout the summer and do it 
well. 

The French know this. 
they have used iris to define the 
geometric pattern of their vegetable 
gardens. The result: an otherwise un- 
exciting area becomes a summer-long 
green parterre. 

We, too, can make use of the ex- 
cellent foliage value of the iris, thus 
getting use from them even when they 
are not in bloom. If you are skeptical 
concerning the value of iris foliage, 
consider that piece of ground between 
a path or driveway and a property-iine 
Planted with grass, it becomes 
a ghastly strip to mow each week, while 
ordinary ground covers would suc- 
cumb to summer heat. But when such 
an area is planted with iris, the picture 
is different. Beautiful in bloom, the 
trim and maintenance-free foliage of 
iris looks good for the remainder of the 
summer. 

Similarly, you might use iris to de- 
fine a path or soften, the foundation 
line of a garage or garden shelter. 
Then, have you thought of a border 
of bearded iris to run along a major 
contour line of a lawn? It is a fabulous 
sight in bloom. Afterwards, the iris 
foliage, which is both strong and grace- 
ful, might lead the eye along the con- 
tour to a specimen tree, a birdbath, a 
garden bench or, perhaps, to a natural 
outcrop of stone which you do not 
want your visitors to overlook. A line 
of iris foliage near ground level will 
not shut out a good view, so iris may 
be planted to call attention to the 
view if the design of the planting bed 
acts as a sort of pointer. 

Here, then, are a few landscape con- 
siderations in the use of many types 
of iris, and you don’t need an unlimited 
budget to carry them out. From your 
catalogs choose a few varieties that 
you like with, perhaps, your perennial 
border in mind. When it is time to 
divide them in three years or so, move 
the divisions into landscape locations. 
This long-term planning makes it possi- 
ble for you to have a wealth of plant 
material that performs correctly without 
denting the garden budget in any single 
year—even large estate gardens are 
developed over a period of time.

|FROM PAGE 27] provisions for 
tightening the line easily should it 
stretch. If the fence is to stay in the 
same spot for a long time, it would be 
best to use aluminum clothesline which 
won't stretch. Another possibility is to 
use old skid chains. Then, instead of 
drilling holes, you would put eye screws 

or hooks on the posts and blocks. 
This is a “fun” project—fun to build, 
paint and erect. It’s also an eye-catcher. 
Within an hour after mine was up, a 
half-dozen people said to me: “That’s 
a cute fence. Where can I buy one?”

Greenhouse

HOUGH VEGETABLES are no longer 
ik popular home greenhouse crop 

they once were, we still like to 
pick a few fresh, sun-ripened tomatoes 
in winter for that delicious “home- 
grown” flavor. 

If you look forward to winter salads, 
stewed dishes and tangy sauces, now is 
the time to sow seeds for the basic in- 
gredient—the tomato. Though the fruit 
is smaller in the early varieties, it is 


firm, round—and very tasty. JOHN BAER, 


BONNY BeEsT and EARLIANA are all ex- 
ceptionally good, but there are also 
many others you should try. 

While they require a warm tempera- 
ture (60°), they will ripen in a cool-to- 
moderate greenhouse if well set on the 
vines prior to the short days of Septem- 
ber and October. 

I like to have one or two plants for 
early-winter and _ early-spring crops 
growing in 10- or 12-inch tubs, their 
growth limited to one or two stems. I 
use soft hemp rope, tied to the roof 
for support, and slide the vines down 
it after they reach the top of the green- 
house. Some of the leaves can be 
pruned off to avoid shading other plants. 
Unless bees are present in the green- 
house after flower buds have formed, 
shake the vines once or twice to dis- 
lodge the pollen and effect pollination. 

Except for watering and periodic 
fumigation for white fly, the plants need 
no other attention to produce fruit right 
into January. After that, they won't 
produce unless you keep your green- 
house warm. In February, you can 
start a second crop for very early fruit 
by April and May. But remember, they 
need a warm temperature for germina- 
tion, 65° to 68°. 


Lettuce and Radishes 


Next to tomatoes, two of the most 
rewarding vegetables you can grow are 
lettuce and radishes. Select WHITE 
BosTON lettuce for large heads, BiBB 
tor smaller and GRAND Rapips or Oak 
LEAF for loose-head lettuce. Radishes 
are the easiest vegetable to grow, a 
smaller GLOBE variety being among the 
best. Start sowings of both these crops 
about the middle of August and then 
repeat every fifteen or twenty days for 
a continuous supply. But grow them 
cool—no warmer than 45 to 50°.¢

Watering the 
summer garden 


How can I tell if my lawn really needs 
water? 


Actually, the best way is to dig down 
It’s not necessary to dig a big 
hole; all you have to do is just insert a 
narrow-bladed trowel into the ground sev- 
eral inches deep and pull back so that 
you can examine and feel the soil in the 
bottom. If it is dry to touch, your lawn 
needs water; if it is moist, then perhaps 
you can wait a day or two. 


How often should I water my lawn? 


Just as often as it needs it. When you 
water, though, be sure that you put on | 
enough water to moisten the ground to a 


depth of at least 5 inches. This may mean 
that you will have to keep the sprinkler on 
for two or three hours. A good soaking 
like this should last a week or so. It is 
poor practice to just sprinkle the surface 
lightly and let it go at that, even if you do 
it every day. 
daily. 

Do shrubs have to be watered? 

They 


certainly do. In fact, 


it comes to water. Shrubs can be watered 


just like trees. If they are in a border and | 
| there is bare soil beneath them, you can | 
| use 


a soil soaker attached to the hose. 
This attachement applies water very gently. 


How often should vegetables be wa- 
tered? 


Vegetables should be watered as you 
water your lawn: you should put on ample 
water at one time and make sure that it 
soaks to a depth of at least 5 inches. Let 
the soil dry out partially before watering 
again; however, never let the soil get bone 
dry.

Lawn grass grows well under it, for 
its root system is neither large nor 
thirsty. 

In early spring, when most of the 
plant world is starting its first strong 
growth, the gray birch is delicately 
shrouded in a pale green mist as count- 
less slender catkins deck its twigs like 
tinsel on a Christmas tree. Soon the 
effect gains strength with the opening 
of the almost triangular leaves. All 
summer long their vivid green is a de- 
light that will hardly be lessened even 
when the color lightens and then yel-

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You can plant seeds now 


for winter bloom indoors 


by R. MILTON CARLETON 


GG ROW HOUSE PLANTS from seed? 
* Impossible!” That’s the usual 
reaction when I suggest to a 
window gardener that he try a few 
annuals for winter bloom. Many gar- 
deners have the impression that house 
plants can only be grown from cut- 
tings, divisions or bulbs. But actually, 
some of the loveliest of all flowering 
plants can be grown from seed. 

Perhaps the reason why annuals are 
not grown more often in window gar- 
dens is that they must be started in mid- 
August or earlier. For example, seeds 
of HEAVENLY BLUE morning-glory 
should be started in late July or in 
August, sowing six seeds to a 6-inch 
pot. After these have germinated, you 
can select the two strongest plants and 
remove the rest. Place a thin bamboo 
or wire stake in the middle of the pot. 
Later, select the better of the two plants, 
train it to the stake and remove the 
other one. 

To save space, many annuals can be 
started in smaller pots and shifted to 
larger containers later. An annual grow- 
ing in the garden usually has a gen- 
erous root system, so don’t stint on 


the size of pots. Though I’ve grown 
marigolds with 24-inch stems indoors 
using 4-inch pots, I know that these 
plants would have been easier to grow 
if I had used 6- or 8-inch pots instead. 

Soil for growing annuals indoors 
need not be rich, but it should be well 
drained and have a fair amount of 
organic matter in it. If the soil is 
heavy, you can add sand, clay or 
vermiculite until it becomes loose and 
crumbly. 

I like to use a solution of a com- 
pletely soluble plant food for feeding 
potted annuals. It can be used as 
needed, reducing the amount as the 
days grow shorter and increasing it as 
the days become longer in spring. 

Good seed germination is the biggest 
problem in growing annuals indoors. 
Many gardeners fail to realize that the 
air in the average living room is as dry 
as the Sahara Desert. Indoors it is prac- 
tically impossible to keep a clay pot 
moist enough to permit normal germi- 
nation. 

The answer is to start seedlings out- 
doors, if possible, using a shaded spot 
in a coldframe to avoid having the soil 


Strawberries for 
summer planting 


If you were a busy gardener in the spring and couldn't 
plant the bed of strawberries you had intended, the growers 
of the everbearing variety, Rep RicH, have come up with 
good news. Their plants are available now and if set out 
this month or early in August will bear this fall with a 


promise of a bountiful crop next year. 


Because Rep Rich develops into an unusually large 
plant, it requires wide spacing, 15 to 18 inches. To estab- 
lish the plants, it is generally recommended that the 


first blossom stems be removed, but if you plant now or 
in August and wish fall fruit, the blossom stems should 
It is also recommended that not 
more than two runners be allowed to develop.¢ 


be left on the plant. 
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Individual strawberry plants which are pot grown in a special 
soil are wrapped in polyethylene bags that retain moisture 
so when you plant they are not set back but grow unchecked. 


dry out. This is especially important 
for seeds which germinate quickly. After 
the seedlings are up, they will need less 
attention. 

House plants that can be grown from 
seed without much difficulty include 
the following: 

Abutilon (flowering maple)—The 
leaves resemble those of the maple and 
are often beautifully variegated. A well- 
grown specimen will be 4 feet tall and 
produce lovely bell-shaped flowers the 
year around. You can set the plant in 
the garden in summer. 

Begonia (wax begonia)—The fibrous- 
rooted begonias, as contrasted with the 
tuberous-rooted types, can be kept in 
bloom all winter long without artificial 
light. The seeds are as fine as dust and 
cannot be allowed to dry out for a 
single minute. They should be treated 
with Spergon or a similar seed pro- 
tectant before sowing to prevent damp- 
ing-off of the seedlings. I recommend 
buying seed mixtures rather than some 
of the beautiful named varieties, since 
one or two plants of a variety should 
be enough for anyone. 

Browallia—The only species that will 
flower well in winter is B. speciosa; it 
blooms constantly. The flowers are a 
vivid sapphire blue with a white throat. 

Calceolaria (pouch flower, grand- 
mother’s pocketbook)—Start these in 
June or July for flowering from March 
on. The seed germinate best at cool 
temperatures. This plant has spectacular 
bright yellow flowers, vividly spotted 
and flecked. 

Coleus—tThe flower of this brilliantly 
colored foliage plant is an insignificant 
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blue spike, something like that of 
salvia. The coleus is grown only for 
its brilliant leaves, which come in a 
bewildering array of colors, ranging 
_ from clear lettuce-green to ivory, to 

blackish maroon, spotted and streaked 
in all conceivable patterns and mixtures. 
The coleus is always colorful since it 
is not dependent upon bloom. 

Exacum affine—This plant used to be 
known as the German-violet, but that 
name was dropped during wartime. 
Since then, the plant has become rela- 
tively unknown because it was buried 
under a non-descriptive scientific name. 
Actually, it is a most desirable house 
plant. It starts flowering in August 
and continues until the summer annuals 
begin to bloom. The richly fragrant 
flowers are a bright mauve color. You 
should start seeds of this plant in March 
for August bloom. 

Impatiens Sultani—Its name is a 
misnomer, except for the impatient way 
the seeds are expelled. This plant is 
really the most amiable and adaptable 
of all. As a house plant it will bloom 
for months, even during the dark days 
of winter. In spring the same plant can 
be placed in a shaded part of the 
garden where it will bloom all summer 
long. It keeps on blooming even after 
it is brought into the house in the fall. 
Impatiens roots so easily from cuttings 
that you may think it foolish to attempt 
to start it from seed. If, however, you 
want something better than the usual 
bright red variety that everyone grows, 
the way to produce it is from seed. 
From a single packet you can get colors 
that range from palest pink to a deep

purplish violet. The J. Sultani hybrids 
can be had in both a tall and dwarf 
strain. 

Morning-glory—The regular HeEav- 
ENLY BLUE variety, as already men- 
tioned, is an easy annual to grow. 


Marigold—aAlthough not often used 
in the house, the Lieb varieties of win- 
ter-flowering marigolds can be kept in 
bloom for many weeks. These should 
be started in pots in mid-August, three 
plants to a 6-inch pot.¢

Capture your oc the jars should be shaken twice a 


garden's perfume 


in potpourri 


by VIRGINIA C BYRNE 


HE MOST UNHAPPY PART Of gar- 
" [ecnine is that each  season’s 

achievement is so fleeting. I’ve 
often wished there was a way of pre- 
serving the blooms in my garden beyond 
their appointed time. There isn’t, but 
I've been able to keep at least part of 
my garden’s charm by making potpourri. 

Early in the morning when the scent 
of most flowers is at its height, I take 
my basket and gather the most strongly 
scented parts of my plants, removing all 
the unscented parts. Rose petals, for 
instance, must be pulled from the flower 
before drying them—except for the 
buds of moss roses and such small 
beauties as CECILE BRUNNER. These re- 
tain much of their good looks when 
dried and add eye-appeal to the finished 
product. I strip lavender blossoms and 
leaves from the stiff woody stems. Car- 
nation petals I cut off at the point where 
the petal emerges from the calyx. 

Then I spread the scented petals and 
leaves thinly upon waxed paper and 
dry them in a room where the air is 
still and the sunlight is weak. I have 
found that the amount of moisture in 
the air, as well as the temperature, has 
a great deal to do with the amount of 
time necessary for drying. In mid- 
summer when the humidity is lowest 
and the heat is highest, twenty-four 
hours may be enough to dry leaves and 
petals, while in early spring a week or 
longer is needed. 

When they are thoroughly dry I pack 
the leaves and petals into quart jars, 
alternating 1 inch of dried petals or 
leaves and | heaping tablespoonful of 
salt until the jar is two-thirds full. To 
seal the jars I use the home-canning 
type of lids and screw rings. It is im- 
portant that the jar be free from mois- 
ture and the flowers absolutely dry, or 
mold will appear in the jar after sealing. 

Each plant, such as carnation, lemon 
geranium and jasmine, should be dried 
and stored separately. I keep the sealed 
jars in a cool dark cupboard. Six weeks 
is sufficient for the ripening process, 
but I leave mine until fall when I pack 


week to distribute the salt through the 
mixture. 

When I first started making pot- 
pourri, I hunted through old cookbooks 
and gardening books for recipes. Most 
of these called for ingredients ranging 
from orrisroot to gum storax and 
kitchen spices to sachet powder, which 
either fix and help preserve the odor of 
the plants or add their own scent to the 
mixture. I find that ordinary kitchen 
salt is an ample fixative. Since I want 
the final product to reflect the scent of 
my own garden, I do not use herbs or 
spices other than those I grow. 


Blending the Scents 


When fall comes and the last of the 
flowers and herbs have been gathered, 
dried and seasoned, I empty the con- 
tents of each jar onto a piece of waxed 
paper on a large table, blend the var- 
ious flowers and pack them in their 
final containers. 

One plant is the base of each mix- 
ture. Because my garden interest is 
centered on the rose, the base or pre- 
dominate ingredient in my potpourri 
is usually rose petals. The other in- 
gredients which are added in smaller 
quantities are chosen to enhance or 
blend with the base. 

After balancing a blend, I pack it 
tightly into ornamental containers and 
cover it. If it is to be used as a gift, 
I seal it with melted paraffin wax. 

While covered jars are made espe- 
cially for potpourri, they are usually 
difficult to find and expensive. A charm- 
ing substitute is the square glass candy 
jar with a cover, which comes in many 
sizes and can be found in almost any 
department store. I like to paste the 
dried and preserved flowers of Johnny- 
jump-ups on the inside of the jars. 

A jar of potpourri is fun to have in 
each room of the house. When you 
want to perfume the room, just take 
the cover off for an hour or so. Pot- 
pourri is a special kind of gift, too. I 
send sealed jars to friends who are too 
tar away to enjoy my garden in person. 

A few sweet smelling flowers do not 
retain their perfume when dried, but 
most of them do. Some flowers which 
are commonly available and good to 
use are: rose, jasmine, nicotiana, petu- 
nia, carnation, lemon, orange, lavender 
and violets. Leaves which are good to 
use are rose geranium, lemon geranium, 
lemon verbena, zonal geranium, rose- 
mary, sweetbriar rose and lavender.® 
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eA dark green, nubby Hubbard 
squash, carved into a pretty flower 
basket makes an interesting center- 
piece. A foil lining cut and trimmed 
to fit the inside and edges of the 
basket will protect the cut portions 
of the squash for 3 or 4 days, until 
you decide to cook and eat it. The 
pieces chipped away to form the 
basket shape can be cooked first.

Before cutting the squash, you 
should decide the position in which 
it looks best as a basket. You may 
need to slice off a few nubbins to 
make it sit level. Next, sketch in 
the handle and basket profile, using 
chalk or a white lead pencil. Tap 
the back of the knife blade as you 
cut along the chalk lines. Since a 
Hubbard shell can be woody and 
solid, you may need a hammer to 
persuade your paring knife through 
the thick skin. Carve out the under 
side of the handle and the basin of 
the basket. Then line with foil and 
trim. 

When you arrange flowers, fall 
leaves or both in a flower frog 
placed on the foil lining, you'll have 
a decorative centerpiece. It will last 
several days, and all the squash will 
still be edible!-—FRaNCES MUELLER 








A Decorative Patio Planter 


LL KINDS OF containers—from paint 
A cans to bronze vases—have been 
used for planters outdoors. 

A somewhat novel idea is to use 
a child-sized toy garden cart. It makes 
a decorative planter and can be wheeled 
easily from one part of the patio to 
another. 

If you'd like it to become a toy again, 
you can make a removable wire basket 
to fit inside. With an ample lining of 
moss to keep the soil from falling out, 
you can lift out the basket, plant and 
all, and the cart is free again for chil- 
dren’s play. 

The basket is easy to make. First, 
cut out a pattern of the cart’s inside 
from newspaper or wrapping paper, two 
pieces for the sides and one for the 
center. Then lay these over a scrap 
of wire mesh and cut around the pat- 
tern with tin snips. The sides and center 
edges can be “sewn” together with fine 
wire in an overcast type of stitch. 

The cart, which is just under $3.00, 
comes in bright colors. But you can 
paint it any shade you wish to blend or 
contrast with the flowers you plant. This 
colorful ensemble will brighten your 
patio for those summer hours you spend 
outdoors.— FRANCES MUELLER

A Century-Old Garden 


[FROM PAGE 38] _ their vagaries. She 
knows, for instance, that the mullein- 
pink has a strange way of migrating 
from one bed to another but always 
stays somewhere in the garden. 

Beside the formal garden is the orig- 
inal grape arbor with four varieties of 
grapes planted in 1840: the red DELa- 
WARE, purple CoNcorRD, green NIAGARA 
and pink SALEM. The latter are small, 
sweet grapes which were once tradition- 
ally given only to sick folks. 

Near the edge of the garden is a 
restored summer house with a charming 
pink roof. A round seat is built into 
each corner, and it still houses a pew 
from the old North Church of New- 
buryport. Carved into the coping is an 
acorn, symbol of hospitality—as was 
the pineapple motif seen above so 
many doors in the seaport towns of 
early New England. The Chinese in- 
fluence, result of clipper ships’ voyages 
for tea and other products of the Orient, 
is seen in the four Chinese red turrets 
on the corners of the roof. The homey 
vine, Dutchman’s-pipe, shelters the little 
summer house and is so prolific that 
it has to be cut periodically. 

But what’s cut out goes on the com- 
post heap, and the century-old garden 
goes back to itself year after year. 
“It’s a sort of eternal life,” says Mrs. 
Whiting 

Mrs. Whiting will welcome you to 
her garden at 89 High Street. But since 
she is almost 82, she may not always be 
able to receive you. So it’s best to tele- 
phone or write to her first. 

While you’re in Newburyport, you 
won’t want to miss a highlight of the 
town, the Towle Gallery at 260 Merri- 
mac Street, with its exhibitions of Early 
American and contemporary silver. The 
original Moulton pieces are on display 
there, too. The gallery is open week- 
days from 10:00 to 12:00 noon and

you can take a tour through the silver 
factory, which dates back to 1690. 

In the cool of a New England sum-
